1. POLISH COUNSELOR CALLED ON DEPTOFE AUGUST 14 TO REVIEW 
CSCE. HE INDICATED POLISH SATISFACTION WITH PROGRESS 
ACHIEVED JUST BEFORE BREAK AS WELL AS WITH WORKING RE- 
LATIONS BETWEEN POLISH AND US DELS IN GENEVA. 

2. POLE MADE TWO POINTS ON INSTRUCTION: A) THAT POLES 
VALUE CONTRIBUTION MADE BY NEUTRALS AND HOPE THEY CAN 
CONTINUE TO PLAY A ROLE, AND B) THAT IT IS HARD TO UNDER- 
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STAND EC NINE HARD LINE ON MILITARY SECURITY WHEN US 
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ATTITUDE IS MORE REASONABLE. ON LATTER POINT DEPTOFF 
EMPHASIZED THAT WHILE US IS WILLING TO NEGOTIATE AND 
COMPROMISE ON SPECIFIC DETAILS AS APPROPRIATE, WE DO INSIST 
THAT RESULT CONTRIBUTE TO MUTUAL SECURITY. 

3. WHILE YOU SHOULD NOT RAISE THE SUBJECT, WOULD APPRECIATE
